Development of Christian Character 
Should be One of Objects : 


*' That there fs a higher ideal than) 
that of sport for sport’s sake, namely, 
that of sport for the development of 
character, was the contention of Lou 
C. Behroeder, In a speech 2t Winnipeg 
on “Christian Ideals in Sport." Mfr, 
Schrocdor first traced the development 
of sport very briefly, The Greeks 
were the first people who developed 
sport systmaticaliy. They had a 
doubdle object, that of increasing bod!- 
ly ‘strength and of gaining beauty of 
form; but they Jacked Christian ideals, 
and the result was that profesgional- 
Ism came to dominate thelr sport. 
In\ the ‘middle ages, asceticism pre- 
vailed, and sport was abhorred. The 
era.in’ physical training began about 
100.,years © ago in Germany and in 
Sweden almost simultancously, but 
was. not launched \{n-North Americas 
until the'early sixties, when clubs be.

This consister of removing from a cat 
all-the thoracic and abdéminal organs 
aml placing them in a box containing a 
solution of artificial serum maintained 
at a heat of 38 degrees Centigrade (100.8 | 
Fahrenheit.) ‘ 

Dr. Carrell ‘succeeded in keeping the 
organs working normally during thir- 
teen hours after death. Animal food 
and water placed in the stomach were 
completely digested; the heart beats 
were strong and- regular, and circuta- 
tion perfect, and the intestines a

The Bank Act revision introduced 


by Hon, W. T. White, Minister — of 
Finance, before the Christmas recess,

- To be Eradicated 


PARIS, Jan, 27.—Professor Chante- 
messe, who claims to have discover- 
ed an anti-yphus vaccine, in a lec- 
ture be,ore the Academy of Scientists 
quoted fresh proofs to show the efli- 
ciency of vaccination by lymph form. 
ed from typhoid bacilli and. steri- 
lized by heating. Such vaccination 
was authorized at their own option of 
sailors in the navy and harbor work- 
ers in April, 1912. The head of the 
navy medical rervice has reported 
the results of eight months’ work. The 
majority. of this naval population of 
67,845 which refused vaccination had

Gentile Name 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 27.—The 
right of Russian subjects of the Jew- 
ish faith to assume ordinary Russian 
first names and to conier them on 
their children, instead of those ree- 
ognized as characteristically Hebraic, 
ia to be broughtybefore the Senate for 
decision by the Ministry of the In. 
terior. 

The custom has recently grown 
among Russiun people of this relis- 
icus sect to resort to the use of or- 
dinary names in order to avoid busi- 
ness and social embarrrassment.

LONDON, Jan. 28.—A sensation has 
been cause in the British legal world 
by an appeal to the Law Society to 
take action in a matter which is said 
ty be causing seriqus injury tv two 
branches of the legal profession—bar- 
tisters and solicitors. 

In England, the two branches are 
distinct, and the work oi each is 
clearly defined. At a meeting of the 
Luw Society this week, Bruisley Har- 
per, « member attacked the practice 
of paying the junior counsel 
equal to two-thirds of the amount 
paid the senior counsel. Certain 
well-known barristers received huge 
fees, and the svliciturs, if their clients

insisted on these particular barristers 


being briefed, had no option, but it 
was nothing Jess than a scandal that 
hecause the senior counsel received 
exorbitant fees the punior counsel al- 
se should get ridiculously high pay- 
ment for his often unnecessary ser- 
vices.

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More Women Than Men 


There are 1,179,276 more cemnles 
than males In England and Wales, 
according to the census figures. Thle 
excess is due in part to the fact. that 
men in the naval and military ser 
vices tempornily resident abroad 
were not reckoned. : 

Since 1821 the preponderance of 
women over men ip England and 
Wales has steadily increazed, despite 
the fact that about 104 boys were born 
to every 100 girls. 

It is of Interest to note that In tc 
prisons of England and Wales there 
were only 139 females to every 1000 
males; In certified reformatory indus 
trial schools the ratio was 278 to 1000 
and in workhouse establishments 655 
to 1000. 

In hospitals the two sexes were 
nearly equal, while In tunatic asylums 
there was an excess of females, 1140 
to 1000 males, and in certified In- 
ebriate reformatories 3nd retreats, out 
of 1357 Inmates, only 403 were iales,
